Aechmea 


A group of bromeliads allied to Billbergia. 
They require the same cultural conditions as 
the billbergia, and are excellent subjects for 
the conservatory, or for outdoor culture in 
the South. They will withstand temperatures 
down to 20 degrees above zero. Delivery 
thruout the year. 


CALYCULATA. ‘Tubular rosettes of bright 
green foliage about 15” high. The cones

Achimines 


This year we are offering a really fine 
collection of these charming plants. Some of 
them are new to us, and all are very beautiful 
and worth while. Achimines is related to 
the African Violets and if you can grow one 
you can grow the other, except that Achimines 
can be grown to perfection out of doors where- 
as African Violets are strictly house plants. 
Plant the small rhizomes one inch deep in 
a porous soil such as you would use for 
Gloxinia or Begonia. A_ soil rich in leaf- 
mould, peat and chopped sphagnum moss with 
no manure added is suitable. Place in a 
shaded location. Water sparingly until active 
growth starts. Then give more water and 
light and start to fertilize with liquid manure 
when the plants are about two inches high. 
Never allow it to become dry. They will start 
to bloom in late summer. The rhizomes are 
very small and look like some kind of seeds, 
but that has nothing to do with the quality 
of the plants. Some plants just naturally 
make large bulbs while others just as naturally 
make small ones.

We present herewith the most complete 
collection of agapanthus species and _ varieties 
offered in this country. We also have some 
others in our collection and under observation 
of which we do not have a large enough stock 
to list here. If you are interested in any 
one type we may be able to help you. Along 
with the commercial species and varieties we 
are offering several new named varieties from 
our own nursery which we highly recommend 
to the collector. 

They bloom during early summer and are 
of easiest cultural requirments. In fact the 
most frequent cause of failure to flower is 
too much care and fussing with them. Plant 
in a sunny location and leave them alone 
other than very occasional watering in the 
summer. Any good garden soil will do and 
they don’t have to have good drainage. De- 
livery thruout the year but we prefer to mail 
out the deciduous kinds during the winter. 
By the way, the deciduous kinds are ideal 
for growing outdoors in the cold sections as 


they may be lifted and stored during cold 
weather. 
AFRICANUS MOOREANUS. A. slender 


growing plant with narrow strap-shaped leaves 
stained purple at the base. The medium size 
umbels of blue flowers are small but well 
formed, on three foot stam. This species is 
evergreen in California but deciduous elsewhere. 
It should be hardy where winter temperatures

AFRICANUS MOOREANUS, MINOR. 
Smaller and dwarfer than the above, and as 


it comes from high altitudes is nearly hardy. 
The plants are very small and three to five 
may be planted in a 6” pot, thus giving lots 
of color in a small space.

They hold water in the 
rosette of leaves and use it from there rather 
than from the roots. These cultural conditions 
apply to all bromeliads we list in this catalog 
unless otherwise noted elsewhere.

A well established 
plant will produce several spikes each with 
from six to thirty flowers according the variety. 

The color of the flowers are fairly constant 
in wild species, at least they can be recognized 
for what they are, but the hybrids are quite 
variable within certain limits and in some 
hybrids almost any color may be _ expected 
under the same name: In this list we give 
the predomant color of the variety but can 
not guarantee that the plant you receive will 
be that color. 

Here in our gardens we grow them in raised 
beds of prepared compost under the shade of 
Live Oaks, and many gardeners prefer to 
grow them in this manner because of the 
ease of culture under these conditions. How- 
ever many prefer to grow them in pots so 
they may be given individual attention, and 
may be removed under glass during the 
winter to protect them from frost and _ pre- 
vent the flowers from being spotted by the 
rains and dew. Hither method is satisfactory. 
We recommend growing them in the open 
whenever the weather conditions permit. 

The compost used is almost as numerous as 
the individual persons growing these plants. 
After a little experience you will find a certain 
mixture that seems to be better suited to your 


conditions and that the cymbidiums are very 
tolerant and will grow almost in any kind of 
compost that is well drained and is not alkaline. 
Any combination of sandy loam, leafmould, 
chopped osmunda, sphagnum moss, sand, gravel, 
steer manure, sponge Rock, sani-soil, WVermi- 
culite seems to give fair results if good judge- 
ment is used and the plants fed occasionally 
with liquid manure or fertilizer. 

In planting in pots, enlarge the drainage 
hole, place lots of brocken crocks and char- 
coal on the bottom for drainage and plant 
with three fourths of the pseudobulbs above 
the compost. Place in a half shaded location 
and do not ‘baby’? them too much. Syringe 
the foliage on hot days. 

We can supply plants of any size, but we 
consider a plant with three pseudobulbs as a 
good blooming size plant, and our quotations 
are for that size. If you want smaller or 
larger plants just add or deduct 25% of the 
price for each bulb more or less wanted. For 
instance, if the plant is quoted at $10.00, a 
two bulb plant will cost $7.50 and a four 
bulb plant $12.50.

Now, thanks to the faithful support 
of our many loyal customers thruout the United States we are in a position 
to give better service but we don’t intend to rest on our laurels and become 
stagnant. We are convinsed that the kind of work we are engaged in is very 
much needed and we are making plans to grow and expand our facilities to 
meet the demands of the ever growing host of discriminating garden enthusiasts. 
We have had great joy and satisfaction in importing, breeding, selecting 
and distributing uncomon, rare and new bulbous plants and we know that our 
customers have experienced great elation and pride in growing and exhabiting 
the bulbs they have purchased from us. 


Of course the demand for any new and unusual plant is very limited. Some- 
times a plant is rare for the very fact that there is very little demand for it. 
But that is no reason for the nuseryman to ignore the few enthusiasts who are 
looking for these items, and we are making a genuine efford to satisfy their 
longing for the plants that are different from what everyone else is growing. 
We are not all able to travel the world in search of adventure but we all 
are able to bring a world of adventure into our homes by way of plants from 
the world over. The feeling of elation in seeing a South African flower in 
your own garden is no different from traveling all the way to South Africa 
and seeing it for the first time growing in the wild, and the cost is much less. 


Speaking of cost, the types of bulbs we handle are necessarily more expensive 
than the average popular bulbs. The process of working up a sufficient stock 
is slow and costly and financial returns from most of them are very small 
and sometimes nil. There is none of the profits to be gained by large volume 
turnover. That is one reason why the local nurseryman does not carry these 
bulbs. There is no ready market for them and he can not afford to carry 
any item that there is no call for. So, we feel that everything considered, 
our prices are not out of line for the types of bulbs you are getting. 


As an illustration, let us take Vallota purpurea. This is an extremely beauti- 
ful plant but for some reason or other the supply is very limited. We have 
about fifty bulbs on hand which we obtained for one dollar each. Planting and 
growing them until sold adds to the cost of the item, also the cost of cataloge 
space, advertising, correspondance, packing and postage and the occasional loss 
of some bulbs. Under these conditions what at first seems to be a terrific price 
of $2.50 per bulb is not going to make us rich but if you are willing to pay 
the price it can make you extremely happy. After all, that is only the price 
of a meal in a restaurant these days. 

Even at that, in spite of the fact that within the last twelve months we have 
had to pay extra for such items as telephone, telegraph, postage rates, express 
charges, license fees and taxes, we have cut the prices of many items and 
continue to do so whenever possible. However because of the nature of the 
stock we handle we are not in cut rate price competition. We ourselves 
have often purchased trial bulbs from bargain offers only to confirm our belief 
that you only get what you pay for. 

We are more than happy to send you this catalog free of charge and we 
hope it will prove beneficial and instructive. However you must realize it 
costs a pretty penny to distribute this catalog and in order to carry on this 
service we need your support in the form of an occasional order. Surely 
there are many items listed that you want and need even if you are living in 
an apartment and have no large garden. Won't you feel obligated to sit right 
down before you forget it and send us a $2.00 order? It will go a long way 
toward paying for the catalogs you have been receiving and paving the way for 
better service to you in the future.

Great majority of the seeds 
will germinate the first year but some of 
them will take two years while most of them 
will requite three to five years to come 
to blooming size. So please don’t be scratching 
up the seeds every few days to see what is 
happening. Leave them alone and don’t drown 
them with too much water. Keep them moist 
and warm and let nature work for you. 
Germination of Orchid seeds has a_ special 
technique and you can easily learn it by 
going to your library and reading a book on 
orchids, especially the one by Prof. Edward 
A. White entitled American Orchid Culture 
and following his instructions to the letter. 
You may not succeed the first time but you 
will soon learn.
